It's  Autumn — Happy  New  Year! 


On  a  calendar,  the  new  year  begins 
on  January  1.  Logically,  I  have  no  prob¬ 
lem  with  this,  but  I  find  it  hard  to  accept 
emotionally. 

For  me,  January  1  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  new  year.

Among  the  Fraternity’s  original  goals 
was  the  advancement  of  intellectual 


endeavors  and  opportunities  for  women. 
The  history  and  the  future  of  Theta’s 
academic  policies  is  explored  in 
“Intellectually  ...  The  Highest 
Scholarship,”  page  14,  by  Betsy 
Colborn,  director  of  scholarship. 

On  page  30,  “Theta  Chapters  and  the 
Scholarship  Index”  salutes  the  college 
chapters  with  the  highest  academic 
rankings  and  recognizes  all  the  chapters 
that  are  above  the  All  Sorority  Average 
for  their  campuses.  On  page  22,  we 
honor  the  recipients  of  1995  Foundation 
Scholarships,  and  on  page  26,  we  con¬ 
gratulate  Thetas  who  were  chosen  for 
membership  in  national  honorary  soci¬ 
eties  during  the  1994-95  school  year.

Battling  Cancer 

I  salute  The  Magazine  for  the  article 
“Fighting  the  Breast  Cancer  Battle”  and 
my  Theta  sisters  who  shared  their  sto¬ 
ries.  I  know  you  will  receive  many  let¬ 
ters,  but  I  hope  you  find  room  to  include 
a  sentence  or  two  from  mine.  Although 
it  is  true  that  BSE  and  a  doctor’s  exam 
are  vital  because  mammograms  do  not 
always  find  tumors,  in  my  case  the 
opposite  was  true. 

I  felt  no  lump,  nor  did  my  Ob-Gyn 
during  a  routine  annual  physical.  The 
mammogram  alone  showed  a  suspicious 
area.  The  mass  had  to  be  targeted  by  a 
procedure  known  as  needle  localization 
so  the  surgeon  could  tell  what  area  to 
biopsy.  The  mass  was  malignant,  and  I 
was  able  to  choose  lumpectomy.  My 
only  follow-up  treatment  was  six  weeks 
of  radiation  therapy.  I  was  indeed  fortu¬ 
nate.  Up  to  that  point,  I  had  felt  pretty 
secure  with  monthly  self-examination.  I 
had  been  told  that,  if  present,  a  lump 
would  “rise  up  to  meet  your  fingers.”  1 
was  considered  at  very  low  risk.  Had  we 
relied  only  on  that,  the  cancer  would  have 
been  much  more  advanced  when  found. 

My  point  is  that  as  we  mature,  we 
need  to  follow  guidelines  for  both  BSE 
and  mammograms.  Breast  cancer  comes 
in  many  varieties.

It  is  my  sad  office  to  inform  you  that 
Esther  Virginia  Lynch  Jungkunz,  Delta/

a  very  influential  part  of  her  growing  up. 

Gran  always  told  us  how  the  Theta 
house  at  Illinois  was  her  first  real  home. 
She  was  a  pastor’s  daughter;  as  a  girl, 
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she  moved  from  parsonage  to  parson¬ 
age.  The  houses  were  always  furnished 
with  donations  from  parishioners,  and 
the  minister  was  dependent  primarily  on 
the  collection  for  income. 

When  Gran  got  to  the  Theta  house, 
she  felt  welcomed  into  a  second  and 
less  restricting  family.  Her  roommate 
became  the  friend  of  a  lifetime:  She  and 
Gran  kept  in  touch  for  more  than  70  years. 

The  Thetas  enabled  a  poor  pastor’s 
daughter  to  feel  comfortable  in  other 
ways,  too.  She  was  provided  with  a  job 
and  a  stipend  that  made  paying  tuition 
possible,  and  she  was  provided  with  an 
academic  tutor  to  whom  she  was  always 
grateful.  The  elegant  dances  that  took 
place  in  the  sorority/fratemity  atmos¬ 
phere  also  provided  the  introduction  of 
my  grandmother  and  my  grandfather. 
Theirs  was  an  enduring  marriage  that 
was  nurtured  in  the  education,  fun,  and 
family  of  their  respective  chapters. 

It  was  a  sorrow  to  my  grandmother 
that  neither  her  daughter  nor  I  became  a 
Theta.  There  was  no  Theta  chapter 
where  I  went  to  school,  but  my  best 
friend  is  a  dedicated  Theta,  so  I  feel 
included  now.  The  type  of  “heart  work” 
that  the  Thetas  do  counteracts  the  cur¬ 
rent  centrifugal  force  in  our  society.

As  the  director  of  the  Guardian  ad 
Litem  (CASA)  Program  of  the  Second 
Judicial  Circuit  in  Florida,  and  as  a 
Theta,  I  must  extend  heartfelt  thanks  for 
the  Foundation’s  continued  funding  of 
CASA.  This  year,  we  were  the  recipi¬ 
ents  of  a  $75,000  CASA  grant  to 
expand  GAL  services  to  Gadsden 
County,  Florida.  The  need  for  guardian 
ad  litem  services  in  Gadsen  County  is 
great:  10  percent  of  all  children  in  this 
county  had  reported  and  verified  cases 
of  abuse  in  1992-93.  Last  year,  the 
seven  GAL  volunteers  were  able  to  han¬ 
dle  only  18  cases  in  Gadsden  County. 
With  the  CASA  grant,  we  will  be  train¬ 
ing  at  least  30  Gadsden  County  resi¬ 
dents  as  volunteers  and  setting  up  a 
satellite  office  in  the  county,  which  is  a 
46-mile  round  trip  from  our  office. 

Personally,  the  link  between  CASA 
and  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  very  special. 
Many  Thetas  volunteer  as  guardians  and 


offer  their  help  in  other  ways;  two 
Thetas  are  employed  by  the  GAL  office. 
Theta  is  an  integral  part  of  our  GAL 
program  and  a  special  connection  for  me. 

I  want  to  thank  you  on  behalf  of 
myself  and  the  Guardian  ad  Litem 
Program  of  the  Second  Circuit  in 
Florida,  but  more  importantly,  on  behalf 
of  the  hundreds  of  children  who  will  be 
helped  because  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s 
support  of  CASA.

Intellectually ... 

The  Highest  Scholarship 

Following  are  excerpts  from  a  segment  of  the  College  Committee's 
keynote  session  at  the  Leadership  Conference  in  June. 


Theta  scholarship  ideals  and  goals 
have  remained  constant  throughout 
Theta’s  existence.  Intellectually,  our  aim 
is  the  highest  scholarship.  Our  coat  of 
arms  contains  a  scroll,  symbol  of  learn¬ 
ing,  and  on  that  scroll  are  the  initials  of 
our  charge — Mu  Phi  Gamma — 
Learning,  Love,  Nobility.  Theta  was 
founded  to  further  academic  endeavors 
and  opportunities  for  women.  In  1870, 
only  1,400  women  received  college 
degrees  from  American  universities.  At 
that  time,  a  college  education  was  a 
privilege  fought  for  and  not  taken  light¬ 
ly.  Today,  women  outnumber  men  on 
campus,  and  the  privilege  of  receiving  a 
college  education  is  not  always  realized 
or  appreciated.  But  Theta’s  commitment 
to  academics  and  to  providing  support 
and  scholastic  leadership  for  her  mem¬ 
bers  has  remained  constant  throughout 
this  changing  environment.  The  success 
of  Theta  scholars  is  evident  throughout 
our  history. 

Today,  many  of  our  chapters  recog¬ 
nize  that  a  college  education  is  an 
opportunity  that  cannot  be  wasted,  and 
they  have  committed  themselves  to 
excellence.  Twenty  chapters  are  ranked 
first  on  their  campuses.  Fifty-seven 
percent  of  our  chapters  are  above  the 
All  Sorority  Average  (ASA)  for  their 
campuses. 

The  academic  policy  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  states  that  each  chapter  will  main¬ 
tain  an  average  above  the  All  Sorority 
Average  on  its  campus.  This  policy  was 
established  to  provide  an  equal  basis  for 
comparing  our  chapters.  For  example,  a 
Theta  chapter  on  one  campus  may 
maintain  a  grade  point  average  above 
3.5,  but  rank  fifth  when  compared  to  her 
competing  campus  sororities.  Whereas  a 
Theta  chapter  on  another  campus  may 
also  maintain  a  GPA  above  3.5,  but 
always  rank  first  on  her  campus.  This 
policy  enables  each  chapter  to  be  truly 
represented  in  her  campus  environment 
and  to  be  ranked  against  her  peers.  It 
also  furthers  Theta’s  aim  to  rise  above 
mediocrity. 


Since  57  percent  of  our  chapters  are 
above  the  ASA  (See  “Theta  Chapters 
and  the  Scholarship  Index,”  on  page 
30.),  this  means  that  43  percent  of  our 
chapters  are  not  meeting  the  academic 
policy  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  are 
below  the  ASA  for  their  campuses. 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  has  recognized  that 
we  as  a  fraternity  need  to  refocus  our 
energies  and  concentrate  on  academics. 
As  a  result,  Grand  Council  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  strategic  plan  with  the  objective 
that  all  college  chapters  exceed  the  ASA 
by  the  end  of  the  1999-2000  academic 
year.  With  this  plan,  and  with  a  lot  of 
dedication  and  hard  work,  the  Fraternity 
will  be  back  to  the  level  that  Bettie 
Locke  envisioned.  Highest  scholarship 
will  again  be  the  intellectual  aim  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

What  makes  a  chapter  academically 
successful?  The  key  ingredients  are  a 
well-planned  chapter  scholarship  pro¬ 
gram,  individual  member  commitment, 
and  chapter  commitment.  Each  chapter 
is  required  to  establish  and  implement  a 
chapter  scholarship  program.  This  pro¬ 
gram  is  designed  by  the  chapter  to  meet 
its  own  scholastic  needs.  Some  pro¬ 
grams  are  extensive  and  some  are  not. 
Some  chapters  need  extensive  programs 
and  some  chapters  do  not.  The  goal  of 
the  chapter  scholarship  program  is  to 
strengthen  the  weak  areas  of  chapter 
scholarship  and  maintain  the  strong 
scholarship  aspects  of  the  chapter.  The 
programming  should  be  positive  and  fun 
with  academic  goals  in  sight. 

Motivation  and  recognition  should 
underline  the  programming. 

Academics  must  be  placed  as  a  prior¬ 
ity....  Every  member  of  every  chapter 
must  do  her  part  and  place  scholarship 
as  a  priority.  Scholarship  is  one  of  our 
Fraternity’s  three  aims.  To  ignore  it  is  to 
deny  our  heritage.

In  the  few  semesters  before  I  pledged 
Theta  at  Texas  Christian  University,  scholar¬ 
ship  was  not  a  strong  point  in  our  chapter. 

We  were  ranked  ninth  out  of  ten  scholasti¬ 
cally  among  the  sororities  on  our  campus. 

We  seemed  to  have  forgotten  that  our 
Fraternity  ritual  included  anything  at  all 
about  intellectual  growth.  It  was  as  if  we  had 
become  a  purely  social  organization. 
Headquarters  obviously  thought  differently! 
They  sent  us  a  letter  telling  us  to  improve 
scholarship  ...  or  else!  This  scared  us  enough 
to  evaluate  ourselves  as  a  chapter,  and  we 
quickly  realized  that  there  was  great  need  for 
improvement.  We  made  a  firm  commitment 
to  improving  ourselves  as  a  chapter  and  as  a 
campus  organization. 

In  a  single  semester,  we  went  from  ninth 
to  third  in  the  scholastic  ranking.  The  follow¬ 
ing  semester,  we  moved  from  third  to  num¬ 
ber  one  where  we  have  remained  ever  since. 
And  we  have  continued  to  raise  our  cumula¬ 
tive  chapter  GPA  with  every  single  semester. 

How  did  we  do  it?  It  was  nothing  magi¬ 
cal.  We  have  no  high-tech  solutions.  Our 
success  did  not  happen  overnight.  It  wasn’t 
easy.  But  it  was  simple.  We,  as  an  entire 
chapter,  made  the  decision  that  scholarship 
was  an  important  priority  for  us.  We  made 
the  commitment  to  improve,  and  we  stuck  to 
that  commitment. 

Scholarship  can  be  a  lot  of  fun.  Having 
good  scholarship  does  not  doom  a  chapter  to 
a  pathetic  social  life.  Believe  it  or  not,  smart 
girls  have  fun,  too!  Some  of  my  favorite 
memories  at  Gamma  Psi  include  the  hilari¬ 
ous  extremes  that  we’ve  gone  to  to  make 
scholarship  “cool.”  It  is  important  to  make 
scholarship  a  visible  part  of  the  chapter. 

Since  Gamma  Psi  has  improved  scholasti¬ 
cally,  we  feel  better  about  ourselves  as  a 
chapter.  And  we  have  realized  that  in 
improving  ourselves  as  a  chapter,  we  also 
improve  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  as  a  Fraternity.

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1995  Leadership  Conference: 

Visions  for  Theta's  Future 


a  “1 T  eadership  begins  with  just 
one  person  ,”  said  Cathy 
A— /Keating,  Alpha  Omicron/ 
Oklahoma.  “The  ingredients  of  leader¬ 
ship — a  willingness  to  take  risks,  com¬ 
passion,  commitment,  and  a  sense  of 
camaraderie — are  the  same  qualities 
that  are  nurtured  by  membership  in 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta.” 


Sue  Anne  Gilroy,  Alpha/DePauw, 
described  a  leader  as  a  person  motivated 
by  a  vision  of  something  better. 

“Leaders  have  a  sense  of  commitment 
and  purpose,”  she  said.  “Even  in  trou¬ 
bling  times,  a  leader  never  loses  sight  of 
her  vision.” 


Keating,  Oklahoma’s  first  lady,  and 
Gilroy,  Indiana’s  Secretary  of  State, 
gave  the  final  presentations  at  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta’s  1995  Leadership  Confer¬ 
ence  in  Indianapolis  in  June.  The  two 
women  concluded  the  four-day  confer¬ 
ence  with  speeches  about  their  personal 
and  public  lives,  their  Theta  experi¬ 
ences,  and  the  elements  of  leadership. 

By  mentioning  vision  during  the  final 
luncheon  address,  Gilroy  invoked  a  re¬ 
curring  theme  of  the  conference.  Former 
Grand  President  Sue  Supple,  Alpha/ 
DePauw,  had  opened  the  conference 
with  a  keynote  address  titled  “The  Value 
of  Visioning,”  and  each  day  of  the  con¬ 
ference  was  devoted  to  a  different  aspect 
of  developing  visionary  leadership. 


Day  1: 

Dare  to  See  Clearly 

The  first  day  of  the  conference  was 
designed  to  help  each  of  the  more  than 
350  participants  define  the  direction  of 
her  college  chapter  or  alumnae  chapter 
or  club.  In  her  address,  Supple  explored 
the  difference  between  planning  and 
visioning  and  encouraged  conferees  to 
create  a  dream  for  the  future. 

Day  2: 

Dare  to  Take  a  Stand 

In  the  first  keynote  speech  of  the 
second  day,  Vicki  Hess,  Delta  Theta/ 
Florida,  director  of  leadership  develop¬ 
ment,  examined  the  concepts  of  core 


ethical  values,  personal  values,  and  ethi¬ 
cal  decision  making.  In  concurrent 
workshops  throughout  the  day,  partici¬ 
pants  discussed  membership  selection, 
conflict  resolution,  fraternity  laws, 
financial  responsibility,  and  risk  man¬ 
agement.

Ourselves/ Others 

Would  you  rather  be  a  part  of  an  out¬ 
standing  group  or  be  part  of  a  group  of 
outstanding  individuals?  Cathy  Bayse, 
Gamma/Butler,  vice-president  educa¬ 
tion,  asked  this  question  during  her 
keynote  speech  on  the  third  day  of  the 
conference.  Morning  workshops 
explored  team  building,  communication 
skills,  organizational  structure,  philan¬ 
thropy,  and  time  management.  In  a 
motivational  presentation,  Dennis 
Howard  of  the  Zig  Ziglar  Corporation 
talked  about  success  strategies.  After¬ 
noon  workshops  examined  image  build¬ 
ing,  eating  disorders,  educational  pro¬ 
gramming,  volunteer  recruitment,  prob¬ 
lem  solving,  and  creative  risk  taking.

AUTUMN  1995 
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A  Step  Ahead 

At  the  end  of  the  1995  Leadership 
Conference,  evaluation  surveys  asked 
participants  to  reflect  on  the  experiences 
they  would  take  home  with  them.  On 
her  survey,  one  collegian  wrote,  “I 
joined  Theta  to  gain  skills  for  the  future. 
I  believe  the  information  I  learned  here 
will  help  me  in  all  my  endeavors.” 

Another  collegian  commented,  “As 
college  chapters,  we  are  struggling  to 
unite  as  women  and  working  out  the 
logistics  of  our  survival.  It  was  not  the 
abstract  concepts  that  helped  me,  but 
the  down-to-earth  interactions.” 

The  surveys  indicated  that  many 
alumnae  and  collegians  liked  the  bal¬ 
ance  between  leadership  development 
and  Theta-specific  information.  Others, 
however,  thought  that  future  confer¬ 
ences  should  concentrate  on  Fraternity 
issues  and  training.  Some  participants 
urged  more  interaction  between  colle¬ 
gians  and  alumnae,  while  others  said 
that  programming  for  the  two  groups 
should  be  entirely  separate. 

Suggestions  for  Grand  Convention 
1996  and  other  conferences  included 
inviting  “successful  Thetas  who  balance 
life  with  volunteer  work”  to  speak.  Lists 
of  possible  program  topics  included 
women’s  issues,  workplace  issues, 
career  planning,  cultural  diversity 
awareness,  ritual  appreciation,  fund¬ 
raising  ideas,  improving  collegiate  and 
alumnae  relations,  and  balancing  work 
and  family. 

In  her  introduction  to  the  Leadership 
Conference  program,  Cathy  Bayse 
wrote,  “It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  each 
of  you  will  take  home  skills  and  infor¬ 
mation  that  will  not  only  prepare  you 
for  your  Theta  leadership  roles,  but  will 
also  be  of  benefit  to  your  life  outside  of 
Theta” 

On  her  survey,  a  conference  partici¬ 
pant  responded,  “Lessons  learned  here 
can  be  applied  to  all  aspects  of  our 
lives,  thus  making  us  more  valuable  to 
society.”  ■

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Jn  the  wake  of  the  bombing  at  the 
Alfred  P.  Murrah  Federal 
Building  in  Oklahoma  City,  the 
worst  terrorist  attack  in  US  his¬ 
tory,  the  capitol  building  and  the  gover¬ 
nor’s  mansion  were  inundated  with  calls 
from  people  asking  what  they  could  do 
to  help.  Oklahoma’s  first  lady,  Cathy 
Heller  Keating,  AJpha  Omicron/ 
Oklahoma,  and  lieutenant  governor, 
Mary  Copeland  Fallin,  Beta  Zeta / 
Oklahoma  State,  had  no  rule  book  to 
follow  when  responding  to  the  disaster. 
By  following  their  hearts,  they  tried  to 
reach  out  to  the  victims  and  to  represent 
Oklahoma  to  a  shocked  and  grieving 
nation. 

For  weeks  following  the  bombing, 
workdays  for  Keating  and  Fallin  were 
12  to  18  hours  long.  Briefings,  media 
interviews,  plans  for  healing,  moments 
of  stillness,  and  tears  of  sadness  filled 
their  days.  Comfort  for  families  and 
friends  of  the  victims  was  primary. 

Mary  Fallin  worked  at  the  bomb  site, 
encouraging  and  supporting  rescue 
workers  and  providing  help  for  agencies 
assisting  with  the  relief  effort.  Fallin 
also  met  extensive  international  media 
demands  and  escorted  VIPs  who  jour¬ 
neyed  to  Oklahoma  City  to  support  the 
rescue  work.  Cathy  Keating  helped  pro¬ 
duce  a  poster,  “Heroes  in  the 
Heartland,”  to  honor  search  and  rescue 
workers,  and  she  spearheaded  a  book 
project  that  will  provide  an  historical 
account  of  the  bombing.  Proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  poster  and  the  book  will 
be  donated  to  Governor  Frank  Keating’s 
Victim  and  Family  Relief  Fund. 

The  idea  for  a  special  prayer  service 
came  to  Keating  while  she  was  talking 
to  a  friend  on  the  telephone.  At  first,  the 
service  was  intended  only  for  the  people 
of  Oklahoma  City.  But  as  the  extent  of 
the  bombing  was  revealed,  Keating  real-

ized  that  its  impact  had  become  nation¬ 
wide  and  that  the  prayer  service  would 
have  to  be  expanded. 

The  two-hour  vespers  service,  “A 
Time  of  Healing,”  featured  the 
Reverend  Billy  Graham  and 
President  and  Mrs.  Clinton,  as  well 
as  clergy  and  musical  groups  from 
Oklahoma.  Televised  on  both 
CNN  and  CNN-International,  the 
service  was  attended  by  a  world¬ 
wide  audience. 

“As  we  moved  hand  in  hand 
through  this  tragedy,  there  was 
comfort  in  knowing  the  world  had 
its  arms  wrapped  around 
Oklahoma,”  said  Cathy  Keating. 

“We  thank  the  people  of  this  nation

for  giving  of  themselves  during  this 
tragic  time.  Through  the  hurt  and  tears, 
goodness  prevailed.” 

Since  her  husband’s  inauguration  as 
governor  in  January,  Keating  had  been 
struggling  with  many  ideas  about  what 
her  focus  of  effort  as  first  lady  should 
be.  She  said  that  the  bombing  helped 
her  make  that  decision  and  that  she 
plans  to  focus  on  helping  Oklahoma  and 
its  citizens  heal  from  the  disaster. 

The  first  lady  will  also  continue  her 
efforts  to  restore  and  refurbish 
Oklahoma’s  governor’s  mansion.  When 
the  Keatings  first  moved  into  the  house, 
they  were  surprised  to  discover  that  it 
was  almost  empty  of  furnishings.  The 
reason,  Cathy  Keating  discovered,  was 
that  most  of  the  official  furniture  was 
old  and  in  poor  condition.  Even  the 
kitchen  wasn’t  fully  equipped.  It  lacked 
such  basic  equipment  as  canisters  and  a 
rolling  pin. 

During  the  years  her  husband  served 
in  the  Reagan  and  Bush  administrations, 
Cathy  Keating  lived  in  the  Washington, 


DC,  area,  and  she  was  familiar  with 
Friends  of  the  White  House.  She  decid¬ 
ed  to  form  a  similar  nonprofit  group. 
Friends  of  the  Mansion,  in  Oklahoma 
City.  The  group  will  raise  private  funds 
to  furnish  and  maintain  the  mansion  for 
future  administrations. 

Keating  also  decided  to  hold  an  old- 
fashioned  housewarming  for  the  man¬ 
sion.  She  registered  for  household  items 
in  all  price  ranges  at  stores  throughout 
Oklahoma,  then  she  and  the  governor 
invited  all  Oklahomans  to  visit  the 
house  and  to  bring  a  gift  if  they  wished. 
More  than  2,000  visitors  attended  the 
party,  which  drew  media  attention  from 
CBS  and  CNN.  Keating  expects  the 
Oklahoma  governor’s  mansion  to  be 
open  for  public  tours  in  autumn  1995. 

At  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s  1995 
Leadership  Conference  in  Indianapolis, 
Cathy  Keating  spoke  about  the  bombing 
in  Oklahoma  City  and  about  the  people 
who  worked  so  hard  and  gave  so  much 
in  its  aftermath.  “The  challenges,  hur¬ 
dles,  and  experiences  of  life  make  us 


the  people  we  are,”  she  said.  But  no 
experience  could  have  prepared  her  or 
Mary  Fallin  for  the  moment  when 
tragedy  struck  their  home  state.  By 
meeting  disaster  head  on,  they  helped 
turn  the  pain  of  a  nation  into  restoration 
for  the  future.

Congratulations  to  all  Theta  chapters  achiev¬ 
ing  high  scholarship  in  1994!  The  Fraternity 
evaluates  chapter  scholarship  by  using  the 
scholarship  index.  This  index  is  calculated  from 
a  formula  comparing  each  chapter's  grade 
point  average  (GPA)  to  its  campus's  all  sorority 
average  (ASA).  The  graph  below  illustrates  the 
scholarship  rankings  of  the  top  5  chapters. 

A  total  of  70  Theta  chapters  exceeded  the 


ASA  in  1994.  An  additional  11  chapters 
achieved  GPAs  higher  than  3.0/4.0  (or  its 
equivalent),  but  could  not  compute  the  scholar¬ 
ship  index  because  no  ASA  was  available. 
These  81  chapters  are  listed  on  page  31. 

Grand  Council  has  established  a  Strategic 
Plan  with  the  objective  that  all  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  chapters  will  exceed  the  ASA  by  the 
1999-2000  academic  year.

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Across  the  Miles, 

Consultants  Link  Theta  Chapters 


From  Alpha  to  Zeta  Tau,  from 
Berkeley,  Calif.,  to  Cambridge,  Mass., 
Theta’s  chapter  consultants  travel  across 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  They  link 
college  chapters  to  one  another  and  to 
Fraternity  Headquarters. 

The  first  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  chapter 
consultant  visit  was  made  in  1960.  (At 
that  time,  chapter  consultants  were 
called  traveling  secretaries.)  Since  then, 
235  women  have  served  the  Fraternity 
in  this  capacity,  including  the  five  who 
will  serve  in  1995-96.  “The  Chapter 
Consultant  Program  is  an  evolving, 
growing  program,”  says  Betsy  Sierk, 
Beta  Omicron/Iowa,  director  of  chapter 
services.  “In  the  past  ten  years,  it  has 
gained  visibility  and  taken  a  more 
assertive  stand.” 

During  her  one-year  tenure,  a  chapter 
consultant  visits  as  many  as  30  chapters. 
She  meets  with  chapter  officers,  the 
executive  committee,  the  advisory  board 
and  facility  corporation  officers,  and  the 
Greek  advisor  to  ensure  that  Theta  poli¬ 
cies  and  procedures  are  maintained.  She 


evaluates  each  chapter  in  the  areas  of 
public  relations,  finance,  rush,  member 
education,  and  all-around  programming 
and  offers  suggestions  to  the  women  on 
how  to  make  their  chapter  even 
stronger.  “These  aren’t  cookie-cutter 
visits,”  Sierk  says.  “The  consultant 
makes  judgments  and  solves  problems.” 

“Sometimes  new  officers  need  time 
to  grow  into  their  roles,”  says  Christine 
Lawson,  Omega/UC-Berkeley,  1994-95 
consultant.  “And  sometimes  the  officers 
are  really  motivated,  but  they  don’t 
know  how  to  get  the  rest  of  the  chapter 
excited,  too.” 

Lawson,  who  will  again  serve  as  a 
consultant  in  1995-96,  believes  that 
being  a  recent  college  graduate  is  an 
advantage  for  the  chapter  consultants. 
“We’re  close  in  age  to  the  college  mem¬ 
bers,  and  we  share  a  lot  of  the  same 
experiences,”  she  says.  “They  believe  us 
when  we  say,  ‘You  can  do  this.’” 

Rather  than  visiting  several  chapters 
each  month,  a  consultant  may  be  based 
at  one  chapter  to  help  colonize  it  or  to 


help  solve  especially  challenging  prob¬ 
lems.  Christine  Lawson  will  be  such  a 
based  consultant  when  she  helps  colo¬ 
nize  a  new  chapter  at  the  University  of 
Delaware  this  autumn.  “I’m  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  it,”  she  reports.  “One  of  the 
things  I’ll  be  doing  is  helping  them  feel 
that  they  are  an  important  part  of  a  larg¬ 
er  group.  I  want  them  to  feel  good  about 
the  Fraternity.” 

Although  the  experiences  gained 
through  traveling  to  many  chapters  may 
differ  from  those  gained  through  work¬ 
ing  with  one  chapter,  the  objective  of 
the  chapter  consultant’s  job  is  the  same. 
She  ensures  that  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is 
represented  positively  through  each  of 
its  chapters  and  that  the  Theta  experi¬ 
ence  is  a  rewarding  one  for  all  mem¬ 
bers. 

Following  is  a  brief  introduction  to 
the  five  1995-96  chapter  consultants. 
“Look  for  them  at  a  chapter  near  you,” 
says  Betsy  Sierk.

CC  Oometimes  I  think  we’re  so 
Obusy  just  living  our  lives  that 
we  forget  what  our  dreams  really  are,” 
says  Julie  Bryan  Moran,  Gamma 
Delta/Georgia.  “Right  now,  I’m  at  this 
very  nice  place  in  my  life.  I’ve  been 
able  to  do  not  just  one  of  the  things  I 
dreamed  of  doing,  but  both  of  the  things 
I  dreamed  of  doing.” 
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Julie  Moran  is  in  no  danger  of  forget¬ 
ting  her  dreams.  She  fulfilled  one  of 
them  when  she  debuted  as  the  first 
female  host  of  Wide  World  of  Sports, 
ABC’s  venerable  award-winning  sports 
show,  in  January  1994.  This  June,  she 
fulfilled  another  dream  when  she 
became  backup  anchor  and  weekend  co¬ 
anchor  of  Entertainment  Tonight,  televi¬ 
sion’s  highest  rated  entertainment  show. 
And  all  of  this  occurred  just  11  years 
after  Moran  told  her  agent  that  she 
wanted  to  have  a  career  like  Phyllis 
George  or  Mary  Hart. 

“It  just  blows  my  mind  that  I  actually 
uttered  those  words  years  ago,  and  now 
they’ve  come  to  pass,”  Moran  says, 
laughing.  “Phyllis  was  really  the  only 
role  model  I  had  growing  up,  because 
there  was  not  another  woman  doing 
sports  on  television.  And  I’ve  always 
been  a  fan  of  Mary’s  work  on 
Entertainment  Tonight. 

“My  job  is  actually  incredible.  I  get 
to  meet  the  most  interesting  people  in 
the  world  and  spend  an  hour  or  two 
with  them.” 

An  interest  in  people  is  what  pro¬ 
pelled  Moran  into  broadcasting,  a  career 
choice  she  made  at  an  early  age.  She 
recalls  that  her  first  interview  took  place 
when  she  was  only  seven  or  eight  years 
old.  It  was  with  her  grandfather, 

Sterling  Dupree,  longtime  assistant  foot¬ 
ball  coach  and  head  recruiter  at  the 
University  of  Georgia.  “I  had  a  little 
tape  recorder,  and  I  would  sit  on  his  lap 
and  ask  him  questions,”  Moran  remem¬ 
bers.  “I’d  say,  ‘How  was  the  offense 
today?’  and  tape  his  answer.” 

Dupree  also  encouraged  his  grand¬ 
daughter’s  interest  in  sports.  Moran  was 
a  tennis  and  track  star  at  Brookwood 
High  in  Thomasville,  Ga.,  and  she  made 
the  all-state  basketball  team.  At  the 
University  of  Georgia,  she  continued  to 
run  track  and  played  number  one  sin¬ 
gles  on  the  tennis  team. 

But  Moran’s  school  years  weren’t 
spent  entirely  on  playing  fields  and  in 
locker  rooms.  During  her  senior  year  of 
high  school,  she  won  the  America’s 
Junior  Miss  pageant.  Although  she  had 
the  option  to  put  off  college  for  a  year, 
she  chose  instead  to  juggle  freshman 
classes  at  the  University  of  Georgia 
with  45,000  miles  of  Junior  Miss  travel. 

It  was  also  during  her  last  year  of 
high  school  that  Moran  became  an 
intern  at  WCTV,  a  local  television  sta¬ 
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tion  in  Tallahassee,  Fla.  She  continued 
working  at  the  station  through  college. 

“I  was  really  lucky  to  be  working  all  the 
time  I  was  in  college,”  Moran  says.  “By 
the  time  I  graduated,  I  had  all  this  expe¬ 
rience,  and  I  was  light  years  ahead  of 
where  I  should  have  been.” 

A  disturbing  on-air  episode  during 
her  internship  strengthened  Moran’s 
conviction  that  what  she  really  wanted 
to  do  was  sports  journalism.  A  develop¬ 
ment  occurred  in  a  local  homicide  case

while  all  the  station’s  reporters  were  out 
on  assignment,  and  the  news  director 
sent  Moran  to  cover  the  story.  She  made 
her  television  debut  at  the  edge  of  a 
murdered  child’s  grave.  “That  covinced 
me  I  didn’t  want  to  be  that  kind  of 
reporter,”  she  told  Redbook.  “I  couldn’t 
see  myself  as  the  bearer  of  bad  news.” 

After  graduating  magna  cum  laude 
from  the  University  of  Georgia  in  1984, 
Moran  moved  to  Los  Angeles.  Her  work 
at  WCTV  helped  her  get  a  job  as  a 
reporter  for  ESPN,  then  she  spent  three 
years  covering  show  business  as  cohost  of 
a  cable  TV  movie  show.  In  1990,  she 
moved  to  New  York  City  and  returned  to 
sports  as  cohost  of  a  basketball  show  on 
NBC.  A  year  later,  she  joined  ABC  Sports. 

At  ABC,  Moran  covered  college  foot¬ 
ball  and  basketball,  tennis,  gymnastics, 
figure  skating,  and  track  and  field.  Her 
first  assignment  for  ABC  was  the  Pan 
American  Games  in  Havana,  Cuba,  and 
her  travel  schedule  never  really  slowed 
down.  She  spent  almost  every  weekend 
covering  a  sporting  event — leaving 
home  on  Thursday  and  not  returning 
until  Sunday. 

As  host  of  Wide  World  of  Sports,  she 
was  at  least  home  for  the  30  weekends  a 


year  that  the  show  airs.  Her  schedule, 
however,  was  still  mind-boggling.  She 
spent  last  Christmas  afternoon  on  an 
airplane  and  last  New  Year’s  Day  host¬ 
ing  the  Rose  Bowl  Parade.  When  the 
opportunity  arose  to  work  on 
Entertainment  Tonight  full  time,  Moran 
realized  that  it  gave  her  a  chance  to 
bring  some  sanity  back  into  her  sched¬ 
ule.  “I  wasn’t  at  all  tired  of  doing 
sports,”  she  explains.  “But  I  think  I  had 
gotten  a  little  bit  tired  of  the  traveling. 
And  my  husband  had  gotten  a  little  bit 
tired  of  the  traveling.  Now  I  can  have  a 
little  bit  more  of  a  family  life.” 

The  jump  from  reporting  on  sports  to 
reporting  on  entertainment  doesn’t  seem 
at  all  like  a  giant  leap  to  Moran.  “Sports 
is  one  of  the  biggest  forms  of  entertain¬ 
ment  we  have  in  this  country,”  she 
points  out.  “Sports  stars  are 
celebrities — can  you  think  of  a  movie 
star  who’s  bigger  than  Michael  Jordan? 
It’s  really  not  that  different,  and  that 
makes  the  transition  very  easy  for  me.” 

As  a  self-proclaimed  “people  person,” 
Moran  doesn’t  find  interviewing  promi¬ 
nent  people  stressful.  “You  do  wonder 
how  that  person  is  really  going  to  be  as  a 
person.  On  the  whole,  I’ve  been  pleas¬ 
antly  surprised.  Athletes  and  actors  ... 
they’re  all  mostly  good  people.” 

Her  two  favorite  interviews  were  with 
an  actor  and  an  athlete,  respectively. 

“One  of  my  favorite  interviews  was 
with  Robert  Redford.  Everyone  told  me 
that  he  would  be  so  reticent,  and  he 
would  be  quiet,  and  he  would  very 
guarded.  And  he  wasn’t  that  way  at  all! 
He  was  very  giving  and  very  open.  He 
talked  about  a  lot  of  things  I  had  never 
heard  him  talk  about  before.  I  was 
thrilled  with  that  interview  because  I 
felt  like  I  had  found  out  something  new 
or  maybe  something  he  hadn’t  talked 
about  in  a  long  time.  That  was  one  of 
those  days  when  I  thought,  ‘Wow,  that 
was  exciting.  That  was  fun.’” 

Moran’s  other  favorite  interviewee  is 
Charles  Barkley.  “I’m  like  a  kid  at 
Christmas  when  I  interview  Charles,” 
she  says.  “It’s  like  opening  a  present 
when  you  have  absolutely  no  idea 
what’s  inside.  He  will  say  anything,  he 
does  say  anything,  and  you  can  count  on 
it  every  time  you  interview  him.  He 
makes  you  laugh,  and  he’s  crazy  and  fun 
and  wonderful.  He’s  a  great  interview.” 

Getting  those  great  interviews,  she 
believes,  begins  with  research.  “If 
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you’re  really  a  good  interviewer,  you 
have  scoured  all  the  material  and  found 
out  everything  you  can  about  that  per¬ 
son.  It  really  bothers  me  to  see  an  inter¬ 
view  when  the  interviewer  obviously 
hasn’t  done  his  homework.  He’s  asking 
terrible  questions  because  he  doesn’t 
know  his  subject.” 

In  addition  to  doing  research,  Moran 
believes  that  it’s  also  important  for 
interviewers  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  comfortable 
atmosphere  and  to 
be  upfront  and 
honest  in  their 
approach.  Broad¬ 
casters  she  cites  as 
especially  effective 
include  Bob  Costas, 

Brent  Musburger, 

Phyllis  George,  and 
Gayle  Gardner. 

She  credits 
George  and  Gardner 
with  laying  the 
groundwork  for 
women  sportscast- 
ers.  “They  took 
some  of  the  hard 
licks.”  Despite  her 
status  as  the  first 
woman  to  sit  in  the 
coveted  anchor’s 
chair  at  Wide  World , 

Moran  doesn’t  con¬ 
sider  herself  a  pio¬ 
neer.  “By  the  time  I 
had  gotten  to  that 
place,  it  was  much 
easier  for  me.  ABC 
gave  me  a  show  that 
had  been  hosted  by 
two  of  the  most 
prominent  male 
sportscasters  in  the 
business:  Frank 
Gifford  and  Jim 
McKay.  And  they 
gave  me — a 
woman — that  show  without  batting  an 
eye.  I  think  that  says  a  lot  for  our  busi¬ 
ness  and  our  industry.” 

As  the  first  woman  to  host  Wide 
World '  Moran  herself  became  the  focus 
of  much  media  attention;  that  attention 
continues  now  that  she’s  with 
Entertainment  Tonight.  She  was  profiled 
in  Redbook  and  Parade  and  appeared  on 
the  cover  of  TV  Guide.  In  1994,  People 


declared  her  one  of  the  50  most  beauti¬ 
ful  people  in  the  world. 

She’s  not  entirely  comfortable  with 
the  idea  of  becoming  a  celebrity  and 
says  that  she  would  much  rather  be  the 
interviewer  than  the  interviewee.  “I 
hope  that  celebrity  doesn’t  happen  to 
me  to  a  great  extent.  I  love  being  able  to 
do  my  work  on  television  in  front  of 
millions  of  people  and  still  be  able  to 
walk  down  the  street  or  go  to  the  super¬

market  or  go  out  to  eat.  My  husband 
and  I  have  a  lot  of  friends  who  are  pret¬ 
ty  famous,  so  I’ve  seen  what  that  can  do 
to  people.” 

Julie  Bryan  met  Rob  Moran,  an  actor, 
while  they  were  both  auditioning  for  a 
commercial  in  LA.  They  became  friends 
and  then  were  married  in  1987. 

Although  her  husband  has  spent  time  on 
location  for  films  such  as  Navy  Seals 


and  Dumb  and  Dumber, ;  Moran  says  that 
their  careers  have  actually  meshed  very 
well.  She  explains  that  he  frequently 
went  on  the  road  with  her,  or  she  went 
with  him. 

This  year,  the  Morans  attended  their 
first  Academy  Awards  Ceremony,  an 
event  that  Julie  Moran  characterizes  as 
the  Super  Bowl  of  acting.  While  looking 
for  a  dress  to  wear  to  the  event,  she 
experienced  a  happy  coincidence.  “Kim 
Zimmerman,  who 
was  one  of  my 
Theta  sisters  at 
Georgia,  is  a 
designer,  and  she 
was  working  for 
this  woman  who 
makes  gorgeous 
gowns.  So  here  we 
are  in  New  York 
City,  these  two 
Thetas,  and  Kim  is 
designing  my 
gown  for  the 
Academy  Awards. 
“It’s  so  nice  to  be 
in  a  big  city  and 
hook  up  with 
someone  like  that 
again,”  Moran  con¬ 
tinues.  “That  kind 
of  friendship,  that 
kind  of  bond, 
doesn’t  fade,  and  I 
think  that’s  what 
Theta  is  really  all 
about.” 

Leaving  one  big 
city  for  another  is  a 
consequence  of 
Moran’s  job 
change.  She  and 
her  husband  moved 
from  New  York 
and  returned  to  the 
city  where  they 
met  and  where 
Entertainment 
Tonight  is  taped.  “I 

enjoyed  LA  when  we  were  there,”  she 
says.  “It’s  kind  of  like  going  back  to 
where  I  started.” 

Julie  Moran  has  achieved  two  of  her 
dreams.  Where  will  she  go  next?  “I  real¬ 
ly  can’t  see  very  far  into  the  future.  I 
believe  that  if  you  work  hard  enough, 
you  can  make  things  happen  for  your¬ 
self.  I’m  thrilled  with  where  I  am  right 
now.”  ■

Or.  f).  Frances  Johnson,  Upsilon/Minnesota,  celebrated  her  one 
hundredth  birthday  on  December  18,  1994.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Bryn  Mawr  and 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  where  she  received  her  PhD  in  physics  in  1921. 
From  1927  to  1961,  Johnson  taught  math  and  physics  at  Rockford  College;  she 
was  named  Professor  Emerita  by  the  college  upon  her  retirement.  In  1935, 
Johnson  became  one  of  the  first  American  women  to  visit  the  Soviet  Union 
when  she  served  as  a  representative  to  the  Fifteenth  International  Physiological 
Congress. 

Last  autumn,  the  Rockford,  Illinois,  Alumnae  Chapter  planted  a  swamp 

white  oak  on  the  Rockford  College  campus  in  honor  of  Frances 
Johnson.  The  college  later  installed  a  bronze  plaque,  dedicating 
the  tree  in  recognition  of  Johnson’s  legacy  to  the  institution.
